Three program centers 


PROGRESS ON campus has been swift. 
The Educational Television Department 
was organized in Decembér, 1954; the 
studios were completed in June, 1955. 
And the beginning of programming fol- 
lowed on Oct. 3. 

With these developments, Auburn 
quickly took its place as one of only a 
handful of colleges and universities in 
the whole country to use television as 
an educational tool. 

As one of three program-producing 


centers of the state network, these Au- 
burn studios carry only one-third of 
the entire program responsibility, there-

The Birmingham studios have con- 
centrated on school-oriented programs. 
The University of. Alabama has called 
upon its liberal arts departments for 
broadcast material. It has also relied 
heavily on film and kinescope programs 
distributed -nationally to educational 
television stations. 

At the present time, Auburn is de- 
livering more than twice as many reg- 
ular hours of live programs per week to 
the network as its sister institution at 
Tuscaloosa. 


New API series 


PROGRAMMING from the Auburn 
studios has now more than doubled the 
output for the fall of 1955. In January,

1956, with the API program center in 
operation barely three months, the Au- 
burn studios produce eight hours of live 
television programs each week. 

This has been brought about by the 
expansion of the farm service programs 
into a daily feature, “Alabama Farm 
Facts,” shown at 12:30 p.m. The show 
presents market reports, farm news, 
weather and informational features. 
Guests may be teachers from the School 
of Agriculture, research workers from 
the API Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion or API Extension Service specia- 
lists. 

The Alabama Educational Television 
Network’s first college course is one 
which originates from Auburn. It is 
“The Civil War and Reconstruction,” 
(History 406), taught by Dr. Joseph 
Harrison, assistant professor of history 
at API. Dr. Harrison began the course 
on Thursday, Jan. 5. The 45-minute

Other new items originating in the 
API studios include a weekly Tuesday 
night 15° minutes devoted to. news. of 
people and events on, campus. “This Is 
Auburn” will bring to the people of the 
state a close look inside the campus at 
thosé things that are peculiarly Au- 
burn’s, The program will be produced 
by television workshop students, under 
the supervision of Bob Bohan, staff 
producer-director. 


Students are important 


AND THIS brings us to the most im- 
portant ingredient in any television op= 
eration —people. Television is never 
eheap in terms of dollars (although the 
yearly TV budget at Auburn amounts 
to less than half that of one commercial 
“snectacular.”) Yet the real fuel that 
keeps the operafion going is man hours 
of work. 

The department’s staff now num- 
bers only nine people, including a 
secretary, Even professionally trained 
as they are, this skelton staff could 
not keep a program schedule on the 
air without the willing and capable 
assistance of Auburn students. 


At present the department is using 
the help of 37 students a week. Thirteen 
of them are in the technical department, 
under the supervision of George Mur- 
phy, chief engineer.*Twenty-four men 


,and women work in production, direct- 


ed by Production Manager John Dunlop. 


These student workers devote a total 
of something over 400 hours each week 
to their job of getting Auburn programs 
on the air. 

Eight of the technical assistants — 
most of them electrical engineering ma- 
jors—are paid by the hour for their 
work in television. All others on the 
studio staff are unpaid assistants.

This is 
a young, anxious team liberally spotted 
with promising sophomore strength..and 
they'll take care of themselves before 
this season passes into history. 


Although sufferers of five setbacks at 
this writing, the Tigers’ of Coach Joel 
Eaves have dropped several clashes to 
formidable opposition. 


_ After receiving some rough treatment 
in their title defense in the Blue-Gray 
Tournament, the Plainsmen took a west- 
oss. ern swing to face two swashbuckling 
foes—Oklahoma City and Rice. OCU 
prevailed by.76-58 in a contest that un- 
covered second-half jitters in the Tig- 
ers, but the Owls from Houston almost 
fumbled their eight-place national rank- 
ing when Eaves’ men came to town. 
The final score was 82-80 and it took 
Rice double-overtime to do it. Kay 
_Slayden, the rangy Tiger forward who 
has been the early-season spark on this 
five, paced the point-getters in the Rice 
affair with 21. That was to be his debut 
as a-serious scoring threat, for in the 
next two games Florida and Miss- 
issippi State—he also dropped in more 
than any of his mates. 
The Gators had trouble diagnosing 
his movements and he ended up with 
\ 22. Five days later he rammed home 
i 21 against the stunned Maroons. Both 
i _ these encounters ended as Plains- 
Nae man wins, The Floridians fell 89-77, 
and State was a 81-68 upset victim. 
It was at this stage that Auburn led 
the SEC with a 2-0 league record. But 
the contest at Oxford, Miss., Jan. 9 al- 
tered that situation.

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Walter Gilbert Named 
To Hall of Fame 


WALTER B. GILBERT, 37, center and 
captain of Auburn’s 1936 team, has 
been selected for the National Football 
Hall of Fame, His election was announc- 
ed Jan. 7 by the Honor Court, which 
includes Bill Streit, 07, as a member. 


Mr. Gilbert, one of Auburn’s out- 
standing linemen of all time, is a native 
of Fairfield. He was named All-America 
in 1935 and won All-Southeastern Con- 
ference honors. Capt. Gilbert led his 
Meagher-coached teammates to 7-2-1 
record and an invitation. to the Cuban 
National Sports Festival. He was select- 
ed by the Nashville Banner as outstand- 
ing player in the SEC in 1936. 

He was graduated in secondary edu- 
cation from Auburn, 

During World War II, Major Gilbert 
served in the Airborne Field Artillery. 

Mr. Gilbert is zone manager for the 
Texas Co. at Jacksonville, Fla. He is 
now a member of the Gator Bowl com- 
mittee. Mrs. Gilbert is the former 
Frances Wright, °36. They have two 
daughters, Frances and Katherine. 

Mr. Gilbert is the second Auburn 
player to be selected for the Hall of 
Fame. Jimmy Hitchcock, ’33, was Au- 
burn’s first player, named in 1954. Two 


former Tiger coaches, John Heisman 
and Mike Donahue, have also been 
elected.

BACK TO program matters. (“The 
winter schedule is under way, with Au- 
burn presenting a solid third of the ed- 
ucational network’s offering. A week’s 
schedule at of this page lays 
out the hour-by-hour programs for our 
viewers — children in school, children 
at home, farmers, homemakers and 
interested adults. 

The educational television network 
now presents a weekly broadcast 
schedule of 30 to 35 hours, of which 
48 hours are live. The rest, less than 
half the total, are on film. For the 
entire network, and for us at Auburn, 
this represents considerable growth 
and development. 

t was not until the last week in 
October, 1955, that all three of the pro- 
gram centers became operational. The 
University studios came on the air 
three weeks after Auburn began our 
first telecasts.

IF AND WHEN additional funds become 
available to the educational centers sup- 
plying programs to the Alabama ‘Edu- 
cational Television Commission (which 
is the licensee and technical operator of 
the network), the programs offered will 
increase in number to provide an even 
greater educational service to the peo- 
ple of the state. ' 

Even with its present limited re- 
sources, Auburn and its Educational Tel- 
evision Department will continue to 
bring more and more of the best of 
API to the audience. 

We-started from scratch just a year 
ago to build a television department and 
an educational broadcast service on the 
nation’s first educational television net- 
work. Our hope is so to push out the 
walls of API that the greatness that is 
Auburn’s is available not only to those 
fortunate enough to be on campus, but 
is a daily experience of every television 
viewer. wherever he may live in the 
state, right in his‘own living room.
